' Mink says he did not start out to emu- 
‘jate Outlaw Tracy and the manner in 

Which he surrendered himself bears out 
‘his statement. ‘. 

With a Winchester rifie and an autv- 
matic Colt’s revolver, better weapons than 
his pursuers possessed, and witha half gal- 
jon of ammunition, he might have siain a 
acore, but when he was surrounded he 
grounded his rifle and, called out that he 
/swould surrender if they would not shoot. 
> The law will take its course with him.

': Se hundred men who arrested him and 
j Bhe $00 who surrounded the jail when he 
jwas brought in could easily have taker 
him away from the posse and the smail 
@quad of officers, but there was no im-

After killing tis stepmother Sunday even- 
ne Mink eluded the sheriff’s posse in the 
(i@arkness. All day Monday he lay under 
the straw in the barn of his uncle, Jerry 
, Mink. Toward dusk he was seen skulking 
toward the timber. 

The alarm was given and the posse and 
soldiers took up the pursuit. They were 
_@urrounding him when he made a stand 
in the center of a field. He fired a few 
_shota from his Winchester and then ran 
‘hack into the shelter of some underbrush. 
, The pursuers were firing a fusillade. but 
@oing no harm. 

Finally Mink shouted: “I'll surrender if 
you won't shoot me.” 

The posse said ‘‘all right” and closed in 
, and disarmed him. | 

“I could have picked them off one at a 
time,” he said today, “but they were al! 
friends of mine and that would have been 
murder.” He was asked if he had not 
‘committed murder when he killed Harris 
and his stepmother. 

“No,” he answered. ‘They did me wrong. 
Z had a right to kill them. Their deaths 
are to me nothing more than the deaths 
of a couple of rabbits.” 


Mink Does Not 

Look Like a Criminal. 

Mink is a round-faced, clear-eyed coun- 
try boy, with none of the marks of a 
criminal. A disposition to sulk and brood 
ever an injury is responsible for his crimes. 

He fe just past 21. His mother died 
when he was an infant. His father mar- 
ried again when the boy was 2 years old. 
He says his stepmother mistreated him 
@s a child and talked about him to Bthe! 
Babbitt when he was grown and wanted 
to marry her, and caused her to break 
the engagement. 

He had borne a grudge against Harris 
since hé was a boy at achool because Har- 
rig had talked harshly to him.

Health Eepartment Will Superintend Removal 


of 


Water From Buildings, and Advises Disin- 
fection to Prevent Spread of Sickness 
From Mud Deposits. 


“All possible precautions will be taken 
by the health departmagt to prevent injury 
to the public health from the debris left by 
the receding flood,”’ said Health Commis- 
sioner Simon Tuesday morning. 

“During the high water a great amount 
of filth and disease breeding material was 
deposited at the water’s edge, to be washed 
ebout and finally come to rest on the levee 
and in the basements and cellars of build- 
ings. 

“Disposing of the mud and accumula- 
tions along the levee presents no great 
difficulty, as the fire départment, with the 
street and harbor departments, will wash 
the levee clean in short order. 

Every spring the harbor department 
washes the levee, and the present flood 
will only occasion the cleaning of a wider 
area. 

The thickness of the mud deposit at any 
point depends on the depth of the water at 
that point. Every foot of water left a little 
more than one inch of mud behind it. 

“More difficult ts the problem presented 
by the basements and cellars, which will 
have a deposit of mud from one to six 
inches in thickness left by the waters. 
In addition there will be a great amount 
of decaying organic and vegetable matter. 
Part of this has been washed in by the 
fiood, but much of it was left in the cel- 
lars when the flood first cut off access to 
the lower portions of houses which store 
fruit or vegetables. 

“Engines from the fire department will 
be detailed to pump out the water, but 
the work of removing the mud and de- 
caying matter will fall on the occupants 
of the buildings. 

“Inspectors from the sanitary depart- 
ment ,have been detailed to se@ that the 
cleaning is thoroughly done and that the 
premises are disinfected after they are 
cleaned. 

Chlorine Gas 

as Disinfectant. 

Chlorine gas will be the disinfectant 
chiefly used, though in some cases carbolic 
acid will be necessary. This work: will be 
carried on by the sanitary division under 
Assistant Commissioner Francis. 

“All mud left on vacant property will be 
carted away, as it is a source of danger.”’ 

Assistant Commissioner Francis said in 
regard to the work of the sanitary depart- 
ment: ‘Inspectors are already at work on 
the disinfection of flooded areas. All pri- 
vate property will be subjected to a rigid 
oversight by inspectors, who will take 
charge of the disinfecting as soon as the 
deposits left by the flood are removed. 

“Furniture that has been exposed to or 
immersed in the water should be dried and 
disinfected. The dust which the river mud 
will leave is a most fruitful source of in- 
fection, and has been known to carry germs 
long distances. 


DISINFECTION 
FOR FLOOD TRACT 


Health Officer Dr. A. A. McBryan of East 
St. Louis is much encouraged by the pres- 
ent health of the residents of East St. 
Louis. 

He has formed plans for averting the 
spread of sickness that may come as the 
result of the flood, and will see that all 
flooded houses and basements are thor- 
oughly disinfected ag soon as the water 
recedes. 

In speaking of the conditions Tuesday 
to the Post-Dispatch Dr. MeBryan said: 

“We have but two cases of smallpox in 
East St. Louls, against 530 a month ago. 
Typhoid fever, scarlet fever and diph- 
theria do not appear in the reports of the 
last few days. 

“We will face the unpleasant situation 
before us in the very best possible shape. 

“The great danger comes from the dust 
from the driftwood that collects in the low 
piaces and is blown over the district. 

“To guard against this I have arranged 
for a thorough disinfecting of the low 
places with lime and crude oll as fast oe 
the water recedes and before there is time 
for the places to dry out and the dust to 
be scattered. . 


“In the cellars and the basements. we will 
use disinfectants.” 

Precautions against the spread of diseases 
were discussed ait « conference Tuesday 
morning, at which Mayor Cook, City En- 
gineer Helm and Héaith Officer McBryan 
were present. The matter was left largely 
in the hands of Dr. MoBryan. 

A warning has been sent out from the 
Bast St. Louis health office asking every - 
body to boll all of their drinking water, 
both river water and well and cistern wster. 


Many Workers 
Donated Labor. 

City Treasurer Frank Kurrus was paying 
off the levee workers Tuesday and thought 
he could see the end of his job. 

He estimated that $4,000 will be paid to the 
men who worked for the city. The amount 
due as wages, he enya, is nearly $50,000, but 
many of the workers will not Claim any 
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and bird cages are going east over the 
bridge. East St. Louis authorities are of 
the opinion that East St. Louis will not 
lose one per cent of her population be- 
cause of the flood.

The Suburban electric line has resumed 
ythrough service to Belleville on the south 
track, it being found when the water went 
down that the track was not injured. 

Mayor Cook and Thomas Knoebel, presi- 
dent of the Board of Education of Hast 
St. Louis, acting mayor when Mayor Cook 
was compélied to seek rest, pay the high- 
est tribute to Belleville. 

The fund betng raised in Belleville for 
the flood refugees now amounts to over

HARGIS TRIES 
70 CLEAR JETT 
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Leader of the Feudists an 
Important Witness for 
Alleged Assassins. 


Special to tho Post-Dispatch. 

JACKSON, Ky., June 16.—The dramatic 
event of the trial of Curtis Jett and Thom- 
as White for tHe assassination of J. B. 
Marcum came today with calling of Coun- 
ty Judge James Hargis to the witness 
chair. Hargis is the leader of that side 
of the feud which has now attracted the 
attention of the whole country. Jett is 
his nephew. He is a man Of nerve and 
force, wealthy and wields a powerful in- 
fluence in Breathitt County. Judge Har- 
gis and his brother, a former member of 
the state senate, are striving with all the 
méans they possess to keep Jett and 
White from the gallows. The judge is a 
witness for the defense. Hargis stated 
that he saw White walk out of the court- 
house door and was one-third across the 
street when the first shot was fired. 

“When I heard the first shot I saw 
Ewen pitch out of the door and run. 1 
then saw Marcum fall. I came to the door 
of my store across the street hurriedly. I 
then saw Judge Blanton approach the 
wounded man. [ saw Curt Jett approach- 
ing the scene of the tragedy. My recollec- 
tion is that I saw Dr. Kash approachin 
about the time that the last shot was fired. 
I am not certain as to the exact ime. 

‘Li Noble and Sheriff Ed Callahan 
were in my store at the time. I was look- 
ing toward the courthouse when the shots 
were fired. I did not see Ewen look in 
the hall when the first shot was fired. Af- 
ter the killing I sent for Ewen, or Calla- 
han sent for him.”’ 

Hargis stated that he did not know who 
killed Marcum ag he was not ‘in nge 
with the hall.’’ In response to interroga- 

on, Hargis explained several positions by 
which an assassin could have escaped 
from the courthouse. 

Cross-examined by Attorney Byrd, Hargis 
saf_d he saw nothing unusual in White's 
actions when he came out of the door. 

“Did you geo Jett anywhere when the 
shots were fired?’ asked Byrd. 


“T saw Curt.” 
“Answer my question,”” said Mr. Byrd. 
see him.” 


“No, I did no 

After a few more questions Hargis was 
excused. 

Dr, J. M. Kash testified that he saw Jett 
on the walk at the corner of the court- 
house yard 10 seconds before the shots were 
fired. He went directly to Marcum and 
assisted in carrying him across the stréet 
into his office, where he died in five min- 
utes. Commonwealth's Attorney Byrd 
cross-examined Dr. Kash, but did not 
shake his story. Dr. John Tawules. the 
Hargis gee | vhysician, corroborated the 
statements of Dr. Kash.

TENNESSEANS 
VS, DICKENS’ SON 


St. Louisans Say Town of 
Harriman Has Been 
Maligned. 


Members of the Tennessee Society of St 
Louis, of which Circuit Attorney Joseph W. 
Folk is president, are not ready to admit 
that the university located at Harriman, 
Tenn., is a fake and a sham and that the 
theological degrees it confers are worth- 
less. 

These startling statements in reference to 
an institution of hitherto restricttd fame 
were made yesterday in the King’s bench 
division of the high court of justice in Eng- 
land by no less distinguished a personage 
than Mr. Dickens, K. C., a son of the 
novelist. 

Not onhy did Mr. Dickens, K. C., attack 
the little educational stronghold in the Ten- 
nessee mountains, but he scored the town 
of Harriman as well. 

He described it as a typical American 
“boom” town, and declared it resembled 
the City of Eden in “Martin Chuzzlewit.”’ 

It so happens that the elder Dickens 
drew the picture of the City of Eden from 
a Misouri town that existed largely on a 
map, but the younger Dickens—Mr Dick- 
ens, K. C.—according to cable dispatches, 
caused much laughter in the court room 
by quoting from his father’s description of 
Eden and applying the excerpts to Harri- 
man. 

“Boom” Town, 
But Not “Fake.” 

Members of the local Tennessee Society 
say it is true that Harriman was a 
“boom” town. Many of them express un- 
familiarity with the nature of its educa- 
tional institutions. but those who do hap- 
pen to know about the only university in 
Harriman are inclined to regard the sever- 
ity of Mr. Dickens, K. C., as excessive. 

Attorney George W. Winstead, formerly 
of Knoxville, who was the Republican can- 
didate for governor in 1892, has visited 
Harriman and knows the president of the 
university there, Rev. Dr. John Fletcher 
Spence, having at one time been his pupil.

NEGRO'S SKIN IS 


TURNING WHITE 


Doctor Marvels at Transfor- 
mation Unaccompanied 
by Signs of Disease. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 16.—Rufus Hurburt, a 
negro tobacconist at No. 165 West Twenty- 
third street, is turning white. Two years 
ago his skin was of mulatto hue. Today 
one of his hands is white, the other has 
white spots on 
other portions of his body. Every week 
sees a noticeable increase in the area of 
white skin. 

Physicians who have been consulted by 
Mr. Hurburt say the change is not patho- 
logical for there is not the slightest, symp- 
toms of any disease. The only thing it can 


be attributed to is some unexplained with- 


drawal of nutrition from the cuticle, caus- 


ing an absence of pigmentation. 

Hurburt was born in Saco, Me. His par- 
ents went to Maine from the Island of 
Trinidad, in the West Indies. So far as 
he Knows there is no white blood in his 
veins, yet he is rapidly becoming a white 
man, the color of his new skin being con- 
Siderably paier than that of the ordinary 
Caucasian. 

Dr. Richard Comwell of No. 63 West One 
Hundred and Thirty-fourth street, Hur- 
burt’s family physician, said yesterday that 
the case was most puzzling. He added: 

It can only be accounted for on the 


| Sround that it is a freak of nature—an un- 
explained 


and possibly unexplainable 
change in the functions of the blood ves- 
sels supplying nutrition to the skin. There 
is no sign of disease, and Hurburt ex- 
periences no sensation as the color of his 
Skin slowly changes. If it were not for 
seeing it turn white he would not know 
that anything unusual was going on. 

“It is this absence of subjective symp- 
toms that maes the case so remarkable. 
Negroes have occasionally turned white, 
but usually it has been the result of skin 
disease. which exhibited other symptoms 
aside from the change in color. In this 
coe. however, there is nothing of the

of the skin, but none of them {ts able to 
account for the strange phenomenon.”

The jury empaneled by 
Cracken to investigate the levee riot at 
Winstanley Park in East 8t. Louis, in 
which tlambiey met his death, recommended 
that John 8. Bratton, W. A. Brown, 8. J. 


Coroner Mc- 


Allen, E. Toliver and Frank Hale be held, 
as they were members of the party trom 
which Hambley was shot to death. 


They were delivered to Sheriff Thomp- | 


son soon after the inquest was terminaied 
and were taken to Belleviile. All but 
Bratton are in jail and he is staying at 
a hotel under special guard. It is under- 
stood that bond will be fixed at $000 each 
for members of the party. 

The evidence at the inquest was indefi- 
nite on many points, but it is asserted 
that the jurymen were convinced that 
Hambley’s death was caused by a wound 
received from a 4 calibre revolver. 

But one revolver of such caliber was 
among the firearms used by Sratton's 
party. [t was used in the beginning of the 
men. At the 
inquest it was stated that Bratton’s re- 
peating rifle was disabled during the firing, 
and he asked for another firearm. The 
man with the .44 revolver gave him his 
weapon. 

The jury was unable to determine at 
what time in the battle the shot was fired 
that caused young Hambley’s death.

BERLIN, June 16.—The polling in the 
Reichstag elections began at 10 o’clock this 
mérning and proceeded quickly under the 
new, modified Australian law, the electors 
rarely staying in the booth longer than a 
quarter of a minute. In Berlin the ballot- 
ing was not accompanied by the least dis- 
order, even in the so-called slum precincts, 
All the parties resorted to the election tac- 
tics, often practiced in Germany, of send- 
ing voters from the strong districts, where 
they are not needed, to the doubtful ones. 
The law permits this.

THE BELOIT GIRLS 
ARE GOOD WALKERS 


Coeds at Wisconsin College 
Have a Olub of 
Pedestrians, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

BELOIT, Wis., June 16.—Beloit college 
does not claim for itself any department 
in “athletics’’ for women. In fact, Miss 
Cora E. Palmer, physical director, is ut- 
terly opposed to the term. She believes 
in allround physical development for giris, 
but not in the severe, strenuous forms of 
exercise, such as vaulting, jumping and 
running. 

It is Beloit’s policy to work in physical 
exercise as a supplement to the other col- 
lege activities to keep the girls in good 
health by encouraging sensible care of the 
person and exercise necessary to relieve 
the mental strain of study. 

Miss Palmer believes that for girls who 
are under great nervous tension and men- 
tal stress regular outdoor exercise and 
gymnasium work are absolutely necessary, 
but she also believes that the severe, dan- 
gerous exercises which are commonly in- 
cluded ynder the title “athletics’’ are not 
only entirely out of women's sphere, but 
absolutely dangerous. There are many 
girls who are physically able to stand such 
exertion, but every now and then there is 
one who cannot, and fn order to be on the 
safe side such things are not encouraged 
at Beloit. 

The women’s gymnasium occupies the 
south end of the third floor of Emerson 
Hall and is a model so far as apparatus 
and ventilation are concerned. Three hours 
of gymnasium work per week is required 
of all girls in the three under classes. 
Work begins in the fall of the freshman 
year with a physical examination of each 
girl, which means the director comes to 
know the needs of the girls individually 
and maps out the wark accordingly. Of 
the three hours per week requir one is 
class work and the other two individual 
work on the apparatus. The class work 
in the freshman year consists of the 
‘“Swedish’’ and poise work; in the sopho- 
more year the class work is dumbbell and 
Indian clubs. In the individual hours sus- 
pension work and pulley weights are espe- 
cially ernphasized. Excellent shower batha 
are connected with the gymnasium and are 
not only the most pleasant t of the ex- 
ercise, but also a very valuable feature. 
In regard to outdoor exercise it may 
said that tennis {s very popular and many 
hours are spent on the splendid courts con- 
nected with Emerson Hall. Miss Palmer 
has been trying ever since she has been 
in Beloit to procure grounds for basket 
ball. This she has not been able to do 
as yet, but the plans are being agitated 
and there is no doubt that they will mate- 
rialize in the near future. 

Walking is the exercise in which Beloit 
co-eds are most proficient, and if there fs 
a street or country road which has not 
been tramped over time and time again it 
is because the girls haven't found it ye

Two hundred more are supposed to be 
hidden in the ruins or to have been 
swept down the valley by the terrible 
fiood. 

An estimate this morning places the 
total number of dead at 400. Nearly 
all of these were in Heppner, it being 
thought few perished in the valley 
below the town.

‘Bo great was the force of the water 
that great rocks were tossed up by it 
and carried on its seething surface. 

“The roar of the torrent summoned the 
populace to the doors and windows ef 
their homes.- Some saw what it was and 
rushed up the mountainside. 


To Hesitate 
Meant Death. 
“To hesi:ate meant death, but many lin- 


gered in their houses, dazed by the peri! 
that was swooping down upon them. Those 


near the walls of the canyon easily found 


refuges above the water. The unfortunate 
ones living in the center of the town were 
caught in the trap. Where their houses 
stood they were safe; where they were 
swept away they went with them. 

“The torrent struck the upper part of 
the town first. The residence of Thomas 
Howard was the first to fall, and his en- 
tire family was drowned. In the Krug 
home also evory person was drowned, as 
was the case in the Hale and Salling res- 
idences. 

‘‘#i] of those houses were about four or 
five blocks above the business center. The 
home of Abram Hemsick was entirely de- 
molished. The Palace Hotel was the first 
puilding to stem the tide, and all the 
guests were saved, but the houses below 
the Palace Hotel were thrown out tnto the 
street, overturned and wrecked. 

‘The residence of G. A. Rhea was car- 
riel away and the entire family, consist- 
ing of wife und three daughters, and Miss 
Adkins, a cousin, were lost. Mr. Rhea him- 
self was absent In Portland attending the’! 
Masonic convention. C. BE. Redfield. whos 
residence was completely destroyed, was 
also absent with Mr. Rhea in Portland, and 
hia wife and baby were drowned. The 
body of Mrs. Redfield is among. the re- 
covered. A. C, Gieger’s house was carried 
away and Mr. Gleger was drowned. His 
family is in the East. 


Held His Wife 
Above His Head. 


“George Conser’s house was next. but 
the family succeeded in saving their lives 
by rushing to the upper stories, the house 
being carried down the creek three-quar- 
ters of a mile. When reached hy the res- 
cuers they found that the house had been 
cut In two and Mr. Conser was standing 
in water up to his neck, holding his wife 
upon the roof and keeping her from slfp. 
ping with his outstretched arms. Dr. Mc- 
Sward and-J. Ayres, who were living in 
the samo residence, were drowned. Oscar 
Miner's hause was next demolished and 
Mrs. Miner drowned. The rest of the fam- 
ily succeeded in saving their lives by 
climbing to the roof, All the Wells family 
but two were lost and the house carried 
away. 

“With the Wells house went that of 
George Swaggert. Mr. Swaggert’s two 
married daughters were drowned with 
their five children. The Mallory’ house 
was carried 100 yards and was found 
lodged against a store and Mr. Maliory, a 
ctippled old man, Wae found safe, holaing 
a baby.

“Perhaps the greatest loss. of life oc- 
curred at the Heppner Hotel. This house, 
which was run under the management of 
Jones & Ashbaugh, was carried away. It 
is supposed that there were about 50 
guests in the hotel, all of whom are re- 
ported to be lost. 
selves were saved, bf their families are 
among the missing. The house of Ben Pat- 
terson, Mr. Dunn and Mr. Noble were en- 
tirelvy demolished and all persons in these 
famitiea drowned, as were the families of 
James Jones and Henry Blair. E. J. Farns- 
worth and Philip Gehn were also drowned. 
The entire residence portion of Heppner 
wae destroyed, but the business houses, 
being on higher ground and being gener- 
ally’ built of brick and stone, were not 80 
badly damaged. 

“Around the depot the rising water left 
great heaps of driftwood piled higher than 
the roof of the station, and the rescuing | 
parties were forced to demol’sh these pyr- 
mids of timber in order to extricate the 
corpses which were tangled !n the brush. 
Undoubtedly many of the drowned bodies 
were carr! by the rushing waters down 
the valley 

“No spttematic effort has yet been made 
to find’ the dead. who are undoubtedly 
strewn along the canyon. Every available 
man from a radius of 6 miles has been 
pressed into service at Heppner itself. 
Gangs of men are at work clearing away 
the debris, rocks and timbers which le 
piléd in heaps in Heppner’s streets and 
taking out the corpses which are thus con- 
cealed. About 100 bodies have already been 
buried in Heppner’s graveyard today. Ow- 
ing to the entire absence of proper facilli- 
ties for caring for the dead, the victims of 
the flood were, for the most, intered in 
common crates. 


Waters Went as 

Quickly as They Came. 

“Propably half tne houses are 
Some were swept a great distance down 
the canyon. Others were piled in the 
streets, so badly wrecked that not even 
their owners would know them if they 
were alive, 

“The waters passed from the city almost 
as suddenly as they descended upon it. 

‘Within two hours after the cloudburat 
the little creek was back in its banks 
running as placidly as ever, though deeper. 

“Johnstown had its hero who rode on 
horseback before the flood, warning those 
in its way that is was coming, thus saving 
many lives. Heppner also had ite man on 
horseback. Lester Matlock had been out 
riding and was returning to the town 
when, from a mountain road he saw the 
cloudburst. He drove his spurs into his 
horse’s sides and dashed on to Lexington, 
situated exactly as is Heppner. 

“As the flood began to spread out over 
a broad area it Jost part of its terrific force 
which, at first, carried it faster than any 
horse could run. Matlock, with his start 
and its decrease in speed to his advantags 
beat it into Lexington by a few minutes 
and gave the warning to the population, all 
of whom escaped before the town was inun- 
dated to a depth of six feet. 

“Three hundred coffins have already been 
ordered for Heppner and more will likely 
be needed.”’

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PREVENT THE OVERFLOW. 

Estimates of the flood losses in territory local to St. Louis, 
as published in the Sunday Post-Dispatch, fix the damage at 
about $16,000,000. 

It is a short-sighted policy which lets such disasters repeat 
themselves, with no effort to prevent them. 

The discussion of the subject by engineers in the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch makes it plain that a remedy is practical and 
that it would pay for itself. 

Col. Ockerson of the Mississippi River Commission says: 
“The people of East St. Louis and the other submerged sec- 
tions between that city and Alton should understand that it 
will cost money to build levees adequate for the protection of 
their territory, but they should also understand that in the 
long run the levees will pay better than the flood; that is. 
that it costs more to have an inundation like this every de- 
cade or so than to construct the works that will keep the

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THE HOUSE’S DUTY. 
The terminal loop franchise bill presents a clear and simple 


issue to the House of Delegates. The issue is made clearer 
by the action of the Council and the Council railroad committee 
in receding from the position that no compensation should be 
asked for the franchises sought by the Terminal Raflroad As- 
sociation. When the Council railroad committee recommend- 
ed an annua] payment of $37,500 for the subway and the 
Council passed a resolution providing for a committee to ob- 
tain the removal of the St. Louis milroad terminals to St, 
Louis the platform of the Post-Dispatch was adopted by that 
body. 

The House of Delegates should not be deceived by the shriek 
that the loop franchise bill must be given away for the benefit 
of the World’s Fair. The loop bill and the other bills are 
primarily designed for the benefit of the Terminal Railroad 
Association. They confer franchises and property of immense 
value for 85 years. They are the foundation of extensive 
terminal plans already prepared for through the purchase of 
property and structural material and the issue of bonds. 

The World’s Fair can be provided for without the loop, but 
the Terminal Railroad Association must have the loop to carry 
out its own plans. It should be treated as any other corpora- 
tion seeking wholesale franchises should be treated; that is, 
compelled to give value received, either in money or uar- 
anteed advantages to the people of St. Louis. 

It is the duty of the House to stand for the interests of St. 
Louis on the loop bill. Secure just compensation, preserve 
the river front for river traffic, and above all insist that the 
St. Louis railroad terminals be removed to St. Louis, out of 
reach of floods and under control and jurisdiction of St. Louis 
authorities. | 

The House of Delegates can contribute a great service to 
St. Louis by standing firmly for St, Louis interests in this 
matter. The House should act promptly, but wisely, and for

ENGRAVING ON GLASS. 
From the Washington Post. 

A famous French chemist, Cailletet, has 
discovered a very simple and easy way to 
engrave glass. 

The method is to cover @ tumbler or bot- 
tle or other glass object with a thin, 
emooth and thoroughly laid on covering 
of glue. Either very good cabinet-maker’s 
glue or fish glue will serve perfectly. 

The only care that must be taken is to 
gee that there are no air Bubbles in the 
glue after it has been applied, and that the 
coating is uniform and 6? even thickness 
over the entire article. 

Ordinary glass tumblers lend themselves 
beautifully to the expéMment. Polished 
marble and the beautiful Iceland feldspath 
also make good subjects for the process. 
The very thin and fragile glasses must not 
be used, because they_will break after the 
giue begins to contract in the process of 
drying. 

It is this contraction that produces the 
beautiful result. 

Glue thus applied to giass sticks to it 
very tightly. Then ft begins to contract as 
it dries. Now ite tight hold to the glass 
prevents the layers of glue frém contract- 
ing without pullling at the glass, and thus 
little by little the glue slits and splits tiny 
fragments from the surface of the glass. 

If certain salts are added to the glue the 
effect js still more beautiful, Because then 
the splitting of the tiny fragmentits is done 
in such a manner that the result forme a 

eot rewemblance to a frosted window 
pane. A glass tumbler or flask eo treated 
becomes a beautiful ornament to the room 
or the glass closét. 

The best salts to add are saltpeter and 
atum. They should pe used in the propor- 
tion of about one paft of salts to 15 parts 
of glue. 

Gometimes the giue treated with salts 
produces magnificent fern-leaft effects. 
Rarely does any one article so treated re- 
semble another. The least difference in the 
thickness of the glue, tl! Tength of time 
needed in drying, and the hardnes2 of the 
surface, make a vast difference in the pat- 
terns that are obtained.

Eight hundred Philadelphia families are 
now earning a portion of their livellhood— 
in gome cases all of it—by the cultvation 
of vacant city lots, says a writer in the 
current Harper's Weekly.

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Ordnance Must Pass ie 
Vote on Bonds Can 
Be Called. 


The special election of Tuesday, June 2, 
is not to be a vote on the issuance or non- 
issuance of bonds as a direct question, but 
a vote on the adoption of ordinance 21,105. 

The ordinance provides that at any fu- 
ture time, should the mayor deem it neces- 
sary to ue bonds for public improvement, 
he may call a special election to legalize 
the bond issue. 

The ordinance to be adopted must receive 
three-fifths of the vote cast at the election. 

The ballot provides for a direct vote of 
yes or no on the adoption of the ordinance. 

Should the ordinance be adopted at the 
election, a second electiosy to authorize the 
issue of bonds may be called. A two- 
thirds vote will be necessary before bonds 
can be authorized. 

The power to call the second election, 
should the ordinance be adopted at the 
tirat election, is vested in the mayor, 
who has the power of fixing the date. 

The legalizing of a bond issue has been 
undertaken because of the need of addi- 


tional funds beyond those raised by reas- 
onable direct taxation for the following 
pu 608:
